Bkossbls,  March  3— A  dispatch  from  St. 
Pet»?rsburj{  Sviys  that  the  purpose  to  which 
the  loan  now  beiui;  negotiated  by  the    Rus- 
sian goveruinent  with  Belgian  bankers  is  to 
be  applied  is  entirely  misunderstood  by  the 
European  journals.    "It  would  seem"  says 
the  correspondent,  "from  the  tone   of   cer- 
tain German  and  English  uewspapens  that 
Russia  seeks  this  loan   for     war    purposes. 
Such  Is  not  the  fact,  or  at  least,  it   is    only 
partially  true.     From    the    moment    that 
Russia  ceased  to  entertain    the   project    of 
oSeosive  operations,    her   resources    have 
been  devoted  soieiy    to    strengthening    her 
defense.    There  are  now  being   constructed 
on  the  Grerman  frontier  not  less  than  eighty 
ca.-<eraes  or  permanent  barracks  which  will 
permit  of  the  permanent  concentration    io 
that  region  of  considerable  forces  and  these 
cantonments  are  to  be  connected   by    mili- 
tary roads  ot  the  most    substantial    char- 
acter!   One  of  the  routes,  upon  which  work 
will  be  commenced    in    the    firnt    days    of 
spring  is  that  couuectiug    Dubno    iu    Vol- 
hynie  with  Kamieaiec  in  Poddlie.     Several 
new  railways  are  also    being    surveyed    to 
various  points  and    it    is    these    railways 
that  will  absorb  tha  greater    part    of    the 
projecte<l  loan.    But  this  loan  will   not    he 
distinctively  a    war    loan,    because     these 
railways  will  have  an   even    areater    value 
from  au  economic  point  of  view    aa    trans- 
portation routes  for  agricultural  products. 
"However,  even    if  the   opposition    of  the 
German  peers  should    cause  the    failure  of 
the  negotiations  with  the    Belgium   syndi- 
cate, Russia    can    always  raise    within  her 
own  borders  any  nmouut  of  money  for  de- 
fensive purposes,  by  the  omission  of  pa{)er 
money,  if  nt^cessary.  That  which  was  done 
during  the  Rosso-Turkish  war  of  1877  can 
be  done   even  more    readily    now,    aud  al- 
though the  use  of    uaper    luouey  is    an  ex- 
pedient   not    to  be    resorted  to   except  in 
cases  of  serious   emergency,    yet  a    pa|)er 
currency   guaranteed    as    that    of    Russia 
would  be  by  her  eighty  millions  of    people, 
would  mean  practically  unlimited  funds  for 
war  or  <>ther  purposes.      In    the    face  of   a 
national   peril    the    R'lssian    people    have 
never  been  found  lacking.     As    au  instance 
oitheir  patriotism  it  may  be  re-called  that 
when  the  present  Ciar — then  the  Cizarwitch 
— appealed   to  them    for  funds    to  build  an 
iron  clad   the    voluntary    contributions  at 
the  eud  of  the  third  day  were    sufficient   to 
build,  not  one,  but  dve  cruisers."

The  "Broadway"  Theatre.

His 
insurance  policy  expired  at  12  p.  m.  He 
was  killed  five  minutes  after  12,  central 
tim»,  but  about  forty  minutes  before  the 
day  wa?  aciually  closed  by  sun  or  local 
time.  The  question  now  arises  whether 
God  or  the  railroads  makes  the  time  by 
which  the  insurance  oompauies  are  to  be 
governed. 

The  Winnipeg  legislature  has  adjourned 
for  two  week?,  propositions  having  been 
received  from  the  dominion  government 
looking  to  a  settlement  of  the  questions 
which  now  agitate  the  public  mind  in 
Manitoba.  Greenway  has  gone  to  Ottawa 
for  a  conference.  It  i^  now  believed  op- 
position to  the  construction  of  the  Red 
Biver  road  will  be  withdrawn.  If  not  there 
will  be  a  rebellion  in  the  Northwest 
and  it  will  be  a  real  rebellion  this  time  not  a 
Beil  one  easily  pnt  down.

The  decision  of  the  tnpreme  conrt  of 
Michigan  aastaining  the  right  of  the  people 
to  prohibit  the  liquor  traffic  is  important. 
Perhaps  the  most  interesting  featire  of  the 
deei«ion  will  be  found  in  the  points  of  the 
law  it  do«8  not  sustain.  They  are- men- 
tioned aUewhere.  Temperance  people  will 
be  surprised  to  learn  that  money  paid  for 
a  iieense  can  not  be  forfeited  if  the  per- 
son goea  oat  of  business  beore  the  expir- 
ation of  his  term;  that  it  most  be  re-. 
funded;  that  where  the  law  is  violated  the 
offander's  right  to  ^o  into  bnaiaess  again 
can  not  be  taken  from  him;  that  it  can 
not  be  arbitrarially  determined  thai  a 
man's  moral  character  is  lo  bad  that  he  ia 
unfit  to  sell  liquor,  etc.  Under  thia  deci- 
sion it  would  seem  that  the  hquor  dealers 
have  tome  rights  thut  must  be  reepeoted. 


Oongreas  ought  to  appropriate  at^ee 
sufficient  fundi  to  enable  the  signal  ser- 
vice  to  maintain  ai>d  extend  its  systeiD  of 
storm  warnings  along  the  line  of  every 
railroad  in  the  country — at  least  in  sec- 
tions likely  to  l>e  visited  by  the  severe 
storms.  Every  town  having  telegraphic 
facilities  shonld  have  notice  of  their  com- 
ing. It  would  result  in  the  saving  of  life 
and  property  and  contribnte  to  the  happi- 
nesH  ot  the  poople.  After  the  sad  experi- 
ence of  the  people  in  Minnesota,  Dakota, 
Nebraska,  Kansas  and  Tsxas,  swept  by  an 
Alaska  wave  during  January,  there  would 
seem  to  be  do  further  argument  needed. 
Much  of  the  suffering  and  luss  of  life  could 
,bave  been  prevented  had  the  storm  signal 
been  displayed  at  the  telegraph  stations 
throughout  this  district. 


It  would  bs  interesting  if  one  could  pub- 
lish the  defferent  views  presented  by  the 
newspapers  on  the  tariff  qneation.  One 
gentleman  would  confine  his  attention  to 
wool;  another  thinks  tea,  coffee,  sugar  and 
salt -are  things  that  need  attention.  Still 
another  has  no  interest  excepting  in  iron. 
One  man  would  abolish  all  internal  taxes, 
and  still  another  would  have  whiskey  bear 
the  burden  but  give  the  people  free  tobac- 
eo.  The  surplus  is  not  unfreqnently  the 
principal  object  aimed  at.  Sometimes 
reducing  the  surplus  is  only  an  incident 
taken  into  consideration  in  arging  pro 
teetion.

A    CHINOOK    WIND. 

Where   it  Comes   From  and  What  ft  !• — 
A  Blessing  to  the  Xorthwent. 

Boston  Advertiser:  The  .chinook  wind, 
so  called  by  the  Indians  because  it  came 
to  them  from  the  direction  of  the  conntrj 
of  the  Cbinooks  This  is  a  balmy  wind, 
eoming  from  the  Knro  Siwa,  or  great 
Japanese  current  of  the  Pacific  ocean.  In 
snmmeritis  acold  and  wind  tempers  the  heat 
of  summer  i^o  that  nowhere  in  Washington 
Territory  do  people  fall  down  with  sun- 
strokes. In  winter  it  is  a  warm,  moist 
wind,  and  is  sometimes  slightly  oderiferi- 
ons,  as  if  spice-laden  from  the  tropics.  It 
is  so  gentle  upon  ordinary  occasioDS  that 
its  presence  could  cot  be  noted  by  its  mo- 
tion, and  it  is  almost  miraculons  in  effect. 
Snow  aud  ice  disappear  with  rapidity  be- 
fore it,  and  it  seems  to  be  able  to  blow 
from  long  distances  between  walls  of 
colder  air  withont    parting    with    its  heat.

Sometimes  it  constitutes  an  upper  current, 
in  which  case  the  remarkable  spectacle  i.e 
witnessed  of  the  snow  melting  upon  the 
monntain  tops  while  the  thermometers  in 
the  valleys  register  below  the  freezing 
point.  At  other  times  it  is  the  surface 
current,  and  follows  the  valleys  and  gorges 
as  a  flood  might  follow  them.  It  seems  to 
bear  healing  upon  its  wings,  like  Sandal- 
phon,  the  angel  of  prayer,  and  it  is  not 
difficult  to  conceive  that  the  Indians  wonld 
wish  to  personify  it,  in  order  to  fix  upon  it 
their  devotions. 

"This  wind  often  penetrates  as  far  as 
the  upper  stretches  of  the  Missouri,  and 
even  tempers  the  air  on  the  plains  of  Da- 
kota beyond  the  Rocky  mountains.  Where - 
ever  it  goes  the  chains  of  winter  are  loosed, 
and  the  ice  bound  rivers  ate  free.  The 
Chinook  is  the  natnrai  enemy  of  the  odious 
east  wind  and  while  ordinarily  it  wields 
its  influence  as  gently  as  the  zephyrs  that 
waft  the  thistle  downs  in  autumn,  still 
there  are  times  wheu  thetw0  winds  engage 
in  giant  conflicts  and  fight  for  supremacy, 
DOW  in  the  upper,  theu  in  the  lower  .simta, 
on  the  mountains  aud  in  the  valleys,  alier- 
nately  driving  each  other  back  and  forth, 
swaying  the  trees,  tossing  the  leaves  and 
whirling  the  rain  drops  or  the  crystals  of 
SMuw  as  one  or  the  other  advauc«.->.  But 
the  combat  is  never  long,  and  the  victory 
is  always  with  chinook.  The  inhabitants 
east  of  the  Cascade  mountains  when  win- 
ter ha->  seized  them  and  the  east  wind 
dashes  snow  in  their  face?,  pray  f  t  the 
okinook  to  jome.  They  look  by  day  for 
its  moi.»t  front  aud  listen  by  nixht  for  the 
noise  (>f  itit  combat  with  the  ea^t  wind,  and 
when  it  reaches  them  they  rejoice. 

Such  is  the  chinook  wind,  the  blessing 
of  the  Northwest.

**This  wind  often  pene  .rates  aa  far  oa 
the  npper  stretohes  of  the  Missoari,  and 
even  tempers  the  sir  on  the  plains  of  Da- 
kota beyond  the  Rocky  moantaius.  Where- 
ever  it  goes  the  chains  of  winter  are  loosed, 
and  the  ice  bonud  rivers  ate  free.  The 
Chinook  is  the  nataral  enemy  of  the  odions 
east  wind  and  while  ordinarily  it  wields 
its  influence  as  gently  as  the  zepbyra  that 
waft  the  thistle  downs  in  aatnmn,  still 
there  are  time:^  when  thetwe  winds  engage 
in  giant  conflicts  and  flght  for  snpremaoy, 
DOW  in  the  upper,  thea  in  the  lower  strata, 
on  the  monntains  and  in  the  valleya.  alter- 
nately driving  each  other  back  and  forth, 
swaying  the  trees,  tossing  the  leaves  and 
whirling  the  rain  drops  or  the  ory.«tals  of 
snow  as  one  or  the  other  advauoa-'.  Bat 
the  combat  is  never  long,  and  the  victory 
is  always  with  ohiaook.  "The  inhabitants 
east  of  the  Cascade  monntains  when  win- 
ter has  seized  them  and  the  east  wind 
dashes  snow  in  their  faces,  pray  fir  the 
Chinook  to  come.  They  look  hy  day  for 
its  moi.«t  front  and  listen  by  ni;4ht  for  the 
noise  c>f  its  combat  with  the  en^t  wind, and 
when  it  reaches  them  they  rejoice.

This  is  a  balmy  wind, 
eoming  from  tbe  Kuro  Siwa,  or  great 
Japanese  current  of  tbe  Pacific  ocean.  In 
aommer  it  is  acold  and  wind  tempers  the  beat 
of  aommer  so  that  nowhere  in  Washington 
Territory  do  people  fall  down  with  son- 
strokes.  In  winter  it  is  a  warm,  moist 
wind,  and  is  sometimes  slightly  oderiferi- 
oos,  aa  if  spioe-laden  from  the  tropica.  It 
is  ao  gentle  npon  ordinary  occariiona  that 
its  presence  could  not  be  noted  by  its  mo- 
tion, and  it  is  almost  miracolons  in  effect.
